A ccording to reports received 

by the Londoa preti. tacitly admitted by Roma 
aid not confirmed or denied by Addii Ababa, them 
bar been a ikiimith between Iubaa end Ethiopian 
troop* on the border between Eritrea and Ethiopia, 
in which forty Italian* and twenty Ethiopian* were 
killed. The report to The Time* of London laid 
that Italian troop*, penetrating into Ethiopian territory, 
had camped near a itroam, which wa* diverted by the 
Ethiopian* and the invader* had to retreat under cover 
of darknem. It wa* while the Italian* were retreating 
that the Ethiopian* rwept down upon them. 

Whether the report* of tha* skirmish are true or 
not. they emphasize one of the many difficulties with 
which the' Italian* muit contend if they penal in their 
adventure in Eag Africa. Water i* a vital nocemity 
in any military campaign, and while there it plenty 
of it in the highland* of Ethiopia, it i* very tcaree in 
die lowland*. Mwaoliai will find that the Italian 
excursion into this part of the Dark Comment it not 
going to be a picnic. 

Meanwhile in Italy a munition* factory at Vertsa 
has blown up with the probable lou of nearly fifty 
live*. Whether this disaster was the result of an 
accident or sabotage we never may learn, but it is well 
to remember that for some time there has been a very 
pronounced sentiment in Italy boatile to Mussolini and 
his suppressive method*, and that the attitude of the 
Italian people i* net accurately reflected by the stage- 
managed. melodramatic Fascist demonstrations in 
Rome. The Italian people art not at' foolish as 
Mussolini and hi* associate* represent them out to 
be, and some day they will make this startlingly clear.

WHIM WILL IT BIT 

n/E ARE TOLD IN A DISPATCH FROM 

,W Ottawa that it is highly probable the date 
of the federal general elections will be made known 
this week. This appears to be baaed on ‘the an¬ 
nouncement that Premier Bennett will return to Ottawa 
from Atlantic City ip a day or so. 

_. The businessmen of Canada will welcome this 
news for the reason that the uncertainty which has 
prevailed in commercial circles .for the last few months, 
owing to the trifling way the government at Ottawa 
hes been dealing with the country's grave problems, 
has seriously injured the Dominion** trade and coan- 
merce structure. 

Government speakers and Conservative aspirants 
for parliamentary honors continue to tell u* that what 
Canada stands most in need of is stability in tha ad¬ 
ministration in her affairs. The on* thing Canada 
has not been getting is stability. The falling off of 
external business last month bears witness to this fact. 
Importers are beginning to limit their purchases until 
they know what alterations will be made to the tariff. 
iThia it having an effect upon employment, for it 
follows that just as soon as imports are cut down, 
exports likewise fall off commensurately. 

The increase in the tariff which the Bennett fwv- 
emment hat imposed under many heads, of course, 
has had its sequel in the cutting down of Canada's 
external trade. Thus it follow* that at the period 
of transition from the Bennett government to the King 
g ov er nment Canada's buying from abroad will very 
likely drop considerably, with the result there also will 
be a decline in Canada's selling. 

In other words. Canadian importers from now 
on will "buy lightly" from abroad. It will be a 
hand-to-mouth business from the national economic 
standpoint, a cate of getting by with the minimum 
until a sensible tariff structure has been restored.
